By reason of the developpient 
of industrial enterprises, Massa¬ 
chusetts Rhode 'Island md Con¬ 
necticut villages have for the most 
part lost their distinctive and 
original characteristics. ’ 

Throughout Vermont, the north¬ 
ern part of New Hampshire, and 
the greater portion of Maine, the 
pristine glory of the yankee com-' 
rxmnitj is still iu full bloom. 

With all the well known defects 
in the yankee Character, the com¬ 
munities where the yankee idea of 
equality prevailed,; became- the 
most desirable in which to live, 
and today are the best regulated 
communities in. the wOrid; There 
dsxC several contributing causes 
not now to be mentioned. The 
most important was, and is, the 
absolute condition of equality, 
combined with the fact that near¬ 
ly every man was, and is, a Tree 
■holder .and rears his family under 
his own roof Respectability, and 
not money, determined and still 
determines the Social standing of 
every family. 

We recognize the fact that 
primitive conditions of society 
can not last for ever, and. that in¬ 
dustrial communities can not be 
like * agricultural districts, md 
that the growth of the former 
brings conditions that make nec¬ 
essary the abolition of some of 
the former social equalities. But 
because of that We are not obliged 
to throw up our bands and sur¬ 
render the work of two centuries 
—all that has made life worth 
living in Maine. 

While conforming to the nec¬ 
essary economic changes, we can. 
and should make an effort to 
modify the evils that have fol¬ 
lowed every change from an agri¬ 
cultural to an industrial eomnnm- 
, ity. 

These evils are more or less 
prevalent in Rumford Falls and 
are spreadings but are not vet of 
such character as to threaten an 
immediate destruction of out old 
time glory. 

The purpose of this article is 
to warn the good men and women 
of Oxford county to be on their 
guard and see to it that the cen¬ 
tral arch of our social .structure— 
Ae opportunity for a home for 
every family—ls not weakened. 

Is it only in times of war that 
self-sacrificing men come for 
Ward! Arc there no men who 
are willing, in time of peace, to 
sacrifice the possibility of adding 
a few dollars to their fortunes, ts 
they would be willing to sacrifice 
drops of their life’s blood in limes 
of war, for the benefit t of our 
eouhtry and its institutions! 

With rightly directed effort, 
Oxford county may become an in* 
dUstrial center, without becom¬ 
ing a corporation borough or a 
reSCrvatiOfi for great captains of 
industry.

their excellent editorial departments; 
bat in neither of these papers, in. a- 
qfinrtor of a century, has so much beer 
done for the moral uplifting of the 
people* as has been done In the post 
right or ten years by the Hearst 
editorials. 

In the matter of temperance those 
editorials have lone. Shore for the 
cause Of individual abstinence than all 
the other great papers of the country 
and the Times Combined. Frory few 
weeks an editorial with pointed illus¬ 
trations appears in the Hearst papers', 
showing the power, of whiskey drink¬ 
ing and forcibly urging ever}- drinker 
to quit tho habit. 

There is not a great moral Issue, be¬ 
fore the people today that has not re¬ 
ceived and will not continue to receive 
the editorial support of Wm. R. Hearst, 
the nan whom the Times says has no 
principles.

INADEQUATE PROTECTION, 


The state does not adequately pro- 
vidn for the protection of dumb 
animals, Tho system of compensating 
tho agents, who are appointed cruelty 
officers, is such that the official is out 
of pocket whenever he brings a case 
into court. Tho foes are insufficient 
and the system wrong. 

The citizens of Bar Harbor and vicin¬ 
ity have solved the question by mak¬ 
ing individual contributions to an 
active agent. Miss Juliet Nicker¬ 
son has for some years acted in the 
capacity of state agent, and has done 
more good in freeing the island of suf¬ 
fering animals and bringing men to ft 
realizing sense of the rights of dumb 
beasts, than all the moral suasionists 
that over tried to persuade a thought¬ 
less or brutal man. 

In a community where no one lakes 
it upon him or her self to investigate 
or interfere in cases of alleged cruelty, 
much unnecessary suffering is endured 
by animal? that are subject to ignorant, 
thoughtless or Cruel masters. All of 
these classes are factors in the inflic¬ 
tion of pain iipofl speechless beings. 

It is not likely that any more eases 
of cruelly occur in Rumford Falls than 
ether places of its size and style. There 
have been resent coses where the law 
should have been invoked for the pro¬ 
tection of animnia. since the Oitlaea 
called attention to the dog tights oil 
Canal street several papers haVe noted 
the circumstance and public opinion is 
being aroused and the eat eeme will be 
beneficial to the community. 

But fighting dogs Is sot all. Many 
instances have come to public notice 
of cruelty to other animals. Transpor¬ 
tation eotupanies are sometimes negli¬ 
gent In shipping live stock and in the 
opinion of the editor auch an instance 
recently occurred In a shiphient from 

Rumford Falls station. The company 
is not named, for the reason that It is 
the first offense noticed; also be- 
nnuse it was more a ease of thought- 
fessness than anything eke sod the 
owner of the animal was more culpable 
than the company. 

But the nail wo are going to hit and 
drive in nod counter sink. Is this ten* 
penny spike The Citizen will enter 
complaint and push any charges of 
Cruelty to animals, against any fljf* 
fender, whether it is the poof human 
dereliet who thinks flog lighting is 
sport,; or the souHesn corporation whosn 
only concern is the dollars h: the IriiiiS- 
aCtlon.
